Justice Douglas delivered

court's 6-1 decision. Justice Black 
wrote a dissent. Justice Jackson 
took no part. 


The Justice Department appealed 


on behalf of Fishgold contending 
that congress intended a veteran 
to have unlimited right to one year's 
reemplyoment at his old job, re- 
gardless of seniority 
or greater

be on a merit basis rather than 
on seniority and be coupled with 
provision for demotions.

Pay—The present system of base 


pay should be "reviewed from top 
to bottom" and take Into consider- 
ation the increased rates of pay in 
industry and business.

on a sliding; scale base, with gov- 
ernment-purchased food distributed 
equitably to all grades and ranks, 
and all rank* equally privileged to 
make private purchases. Clothing 
and uniforms should be Issued to 
all ranks, In contrast to the exist- 
ing arrangement whereby officer* 
buy their own. 


Terminal Leave—Enlisted men aft 


well as officers should be given 
terminal leave pay for unused fur-
